“We knew that the 
lease was up in March 
and had had very little 
communication with the 
landowners or devel¬ 
opers. We had hoped 
to go on a little longer. 

“We provided good 
products and a good 
service - better than 
the multiple chains. We 
were really competitive 
and would always beat 
anyone else’s price. 

“What we’re really 
going to miss is the great 
banter with local people.”

Vale Council to com¬ 
ment on this issue, which 
has been a concern of 
Vale residents for quite 
some time. 

A council spokesper¬ 
son said: “The house¬ 
hold waste recycling 
centre at Llandow is 
operated by a private 
contractor and is located 
on private land. As a 
result, the access road is 
not part of the adopted 
highway network and so 
not owned or maintained 
by the council. 

“We are, however, 
well aware of the 
longstanding issues with 
accessing the site. As 
part of a review of how 
waste and recycling is 
managed in the Vale, 
the council is currently 
considering the future of 
the Llandow site and the 
possibility of moving the 
service elsewhere. The 
issue of access will be a 
key consideration in any 
decision taken on the 
site’s future. ” 


‘More to council 
tax rise than

A GROUP of seven 
walkers were lured 
out to join Su G 
leading Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
while others were 
glued to the tel¬ 
evision to watch 
Scotland play Wales 
in the Six Nations. 

Beginning from 
the pretty village of 
Skenfrith, with its 
ruined castle perched on 
the banks of the River 
Monnow, they headed

Councillor is 
dismissed in 
budget fallout 


A VALE of 
Glamorgan cabinet 
member has been 
sacked from the 
council’s ruling 
body over his vote 
on the council’s 
budget. 

Cllr Gordon Kemp 
was dismissed from 
the cabinet by council 
leader John Thomas 
after abstaining from 
voting for the authori¬ 
ty’s budget. He has told 
the Local Democracy 
Reporting Service he 
is “disappointed” about 
being sacked, as the cab¬ 
inet member for social 
care, health and leisure, 
but is not currently 
considering launching a 
leadership challenge. 

Cllr Kemp, a former 
leader of the authority, 
said: “There’s no thought 
of a leadership challenge 
in my mind at all. I have 
to get back to the day job 
now.” 

Four Conservative 
councillors on the 
authority - not including 
Cllr Kemp - had voted 
against the proposed 
budget in February. Cllr 
Thomas then agreed a 
deal with Labour to get 
the budget voted through 
after a meeting where 
he says it became clear 
he could not rely on the 
support of his own group. 

Cllr Kemp was among 
11 Conservative council¬ 
lors who abstained from 
voting for the amended 
budget in a later meeting 
on March 8. He said: “I 
was disappointed that 
John Thomas, instead of 
trying to reach out and 
come to an agreement 
(among Conservative 
councillors), decided 
to discuss and come to 
an agreement with the 
Labour group. 

“I felt I couldn’t sup¬ 
port a budget which had 
Labour input.” 

Cllr Kemp was sacked 
just minutes after voting 
against the administra¬ 
tion on another issue 
- the proposed move 
of Llancarfan School to 
Rhoose - at a cabinet 


meeting on March 18. 
But Cllr Thomas said 
Cllr Kemp’s sacking was 
not directly related to the 
Llancarfan School issue. 
Cllr Kemp had criticised 
the proposals and voted 
against them several 
times before. 

Cllr Thomas said: 
“The decision to replace 
Cllr Kemp on cabinet 
was nothing to do with 
him voting against cab¬ 
inet colleagues on the 
Llancarfan issue. I under¬ 
stand his position on 
Llancarfan and, although 
I don’t agree with it, I 
do respect the fact that 
he has argued for what 
he considers is best for 
residents in his ward. 

“I do, however, have 
a problem with a cabinet 
member not supporting 
the administration on 
the most important issue 
of setting a balanced 
budget, as happened 
last Friday at Special 
Council. 


“I’m afraid that fol¬ 
lowing that vote I had 
to make the decision as 
to whether I was able 
to continue to work with 
Cllr Kemp as a member 
of my cabinet. This was 
not an easy decision to 
make but I do need to 
be sure that my cabinet 
members have the good 
of the administration 
and the Vale at heart and 
felt that this was not the 
case.” 

Cllr Ben Gray has 
replaced Cllr Gordon 
Kemp as cabinet member 
for social care, health 
and leisure. In a further 
Vale Council cabinet 
shake-up, Cllr Kathryn 
McCaffer will take over 
from Cllr Geoff Cox 
as cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
and transport. Cllr Cox 
is stepping down due to 
ill health.

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The Vale Council’s new 
parking policy revealed 


PLANS to charge people to 
park on-street in town centres 
in the Vale have been dropped. 

The council is still planning to intro¬ 
duce charges for car parks in Barry 
and Cowbridge and many of the Vale’s 
coastal resorts - but previous plans for 
on-street parking in the region’s town 
centres have been dropped following 
public opposition. 

Parking in town centres would 
remain free of charge for the first 
two hours and on Sundays - but new 
charges would be introduced outside 
these times. 

Car park charges are proposed all 
year around for Barry Island, Ogmore- 
by-Sea and Southerndown with 
parking free before 8am with reduced 
tariffs after 4pm. On-street parking 
charges would also be applied at the 
resorts of Barry Island and Penarth 
Esplanade. 

Parking charges would also be 
applied at the coastal car parks of 
Barry’s Cold Knap, Cwm Col Huw in 
Llantwit Major and at Penarth’s Cliff 
Walk. These new charges will for 
2019-20 only apply during the summer 
season. Charges of between £1 and 
£3 would be introduced to Cosmeston 
Lakes and Porthkerry Country Parks 
between 8am and 6pm. 

Permits of between six and 12 
months would be available for town 
centre car parks and reduced price 
annual passes would be available at 
Cosmeston and Porthkerry and all 
resort and coastal car parks. Parking 
for cars displaying a blue badge would 
remain free of charge in all areas. 


Charges for some Llantwit Major 
car parks are to be put on hold pending 
discussions with Llantwit Major Town 
Council. 

The plans to introduce the new 
parking charges, drawn up by the 
council and private firm Capita, were 
overwhelmingly opposed during a con¬ 
sultation. There are proposed charges 
for short stay and long stay car parks. 

Short stay car parks at Kendrick 
Road, Thompson Street and Wyndham 
Street, Barry, The Butts, Town Hall 
Square and Southgate, Cowbridge: 
Monday to Saturday 8am to 6pm up 
to two hours free, up to three hours £1, 
up to four hours £2, up to five hours £5 
and all day £6. Ann ual permits would 
be £160 for six months and £300 for 
12 months. 

The long stay car park at Court 
Road multi storey, Barry: Monday to 
Saturday 8am to 6pm up to two hours 
free, up to three hours £1, up to four 
hours £2, up to five hours £4 and all 
day £5. Annual permits would be £80 
for six months and £150 for 12 months. 

Resort car parks will be up to one 
hour £1, more than one hour £6. From 
4.01pm to 11pm up to one hour £1, 
more than one hour £3. Annual permits 
for each car park would be £300. 

Coastal car parks at Barry (Cold 
Knap and Bron y Mor), Llantwit Major 
Cwm Colhuw, Penarth Cliff Walk. 
Summer charges (all week between 
8am and 8pm) up to one hour £1 and 
all day £3 with a £12 charge for buses 
and coaches. Winter (November to 
February) no charge. 

Country Parks car parks at 
Cosmeston and Porthkerry up to two 


hours parking for £1 and all day set at 
£3 with bus/coach parking at £10 all 
day. Charges would be all year around 
between 8am to 6pm seven days per 
week. Annual permits would be £75 
per car park. 

On-street parking: No charges 
proposed for town centres in 2019- 
20. Charges are proposed at Penarth 
Esplanade and Barry Island all year 
around, seven days a week. Up to two 
hours £2, up to three hours £4, up to 
four hours £6, up to five hours £8 and 
all day £10. Charges in the winter for 
Penarth Esplanade would be half the 
summer charge. 

How would the charges be enforced? 
The Vale Council is proposing to set up 
an in-house parking and environmental 
enforcement team, taking over from 
current provider 3GS. Solar-powered 
pay and display machines - with coins 
and contactless options - are also 
proposed. 

Charges will apply for resident 
parking permits. One permit would be 
£10 per year, two permits would be an 
additional £20, three permits would be 
an additional £30, with fees increasing 
proportionately with the number of 
permits. There would be no limit to 
the number of permits a household can 
purchase. 

But there would be a limit of one 
short term visitor permit per home 
per year - which would cost £20. 
More than 65 per cent of people who 
responded either disagreed or strongly 
disagreed with the aims of the parking 
policy, while the majority opposed the 
new charges. 

Up to 90 per cent either disagreed 


or strongly disagreed with the now- 
dropped proposals for on-street charges 
in town centres. The parking policy 
was approved by the Vale Council 
cabinet on Monday, March 18 and it is 
likely the proposed charges will come 
into effect later in 2019. 

A spokesman for the council said: 
“Maintaining the Vale’s carparks costs 
the council upwards of £300,000 each 
year and this does not include the costs 
of managing the resorts they support. 
As was widely acknowledged during 
the debate on the council’s budget for 
2019-20 we have no alternative but to 
seek to raise additional income if we 
wish to continue to provide the ser¬ 
vices that we know our residents want 
and which bring visitors to the Vale. 

“We have listened carefully to the 
views shared during the consultation 
and the policy proposed differs signif¬ 
icantly from that proposed by Capita. 
Parking will be free for two hours in 
all town centre car parks and town 
centre on-street parking will incur no 
charge at all. We have done all we 
can to ensure these charges do not 
penalise local residents and where new 
charges are being proposed we have 
ensured these will be competitive with 
neighbouring local authority areas. 

“The new measures for residents’ 
parking permits will also ensure that 
where spaces are at a premium, local 
residents can ensure they have prefer¬ 
ence for a very reasonable cost, with 
no restriction on the number of permits 
that each household can apply for.”

When our business 
disappears, people 
will have to travel into 
Cardiff. 

“On our last day I 
don’t quite know how 
I’ll feel. It will be a 
shock to the system. 

“We have a lot of 
warm memories, but 
what saddens me is that 
we are having to walk 
away when there was no 
need to. 

“I just want to say a 
big ‘thank you’ to every¬ 
one who has supported 
us over many years.” 

A closing down sale 
is under way at the 
store and its last day of 
trading will be Saturday, 
March 30.

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‘Bizarre!’AM’s verdict on biomass decision 


AN Assembly Member has slammed a 
decision by Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) to relax the conditions of an 
environmental permit governing Barry 
Biomass energy plant. 

Andrew RT Davies, the South Wales Central 
AM who also represents Rhoose on the Vale 
Council, claimed the decision was “bizarre”. 

NRW has granted an application by the plant’s 
operators allowing it to check the levels of hydro¬ 
gen fluoride emissions from the plant every three 
months rather than continuously. 

Welsh Government ministers are still consider¬ 
ing whether an Environmental Impact Assessment 
(EIA) should be carried out on the plant. 

Last month, the Welsh Government told The 
GEM a decision on an assessment would be made 
“as soon as possible”. Mr Davies described the 
situation as the “latest farce in a sorry fiasco”. 

He said: “The fact the conditions have been

up their minds on whether a full EIA is necessary 
shows how farcical the situation has become. Let’s 
be clear, the Welsh Government have had over 
a year to make a decision, yet for some reason it 
keeps getting pushed back. The way it has been 
handled is becoming a joke and their competence 
has to be called into question. 

“Ministers need to get a grip and sort this out. 
They must stop stalling, make a decision, and get 
on with delivering the assurances local residents 
rightly demand.” 

NRW describes the permit change as ‘minor’. It 
said it had agreed to the change because environ¬ 
mental legislation allows the company to use that 
method. NRW says granting the application will 
not increase the risk to public health. It explained 
that is because emissions of other gases are still 
monitored continuously, and measures remain in 
place to make sure levels stay within legal limits. 
Any rise in hydrogen fluoride would cause those 
emissions to rise as well, something the company 
would have to respond to immediately. 

Nadia De Longhi, operations manager for NRW, 
said: “We want to reassure people that the change 
does not affect the safeguards in the environmental 
permit. This type of request is not unusual, and 
it’s common practice for energy recovery sites 
in the UK to use this method. We will continue 
regulating the site’s activity as it prepares to begin 
full operations.” 

A Welsh Government spokesperson said: 

“NRW has a statutory role in the protection of the 
environment and human health from the processes 
and activities it regulates. The plant is regulated by 
NRW who will monitor and inspect activity at the 
site to ensure the company operates in accordance 
with the environmental permit.”

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Men’s Forum 
learns about Five 
Mile Lane 
burial grounds 


LAST week, Barry 
Men’s Forum wel¬ 
comed the Mayor 
of the Vale, Cllr 
Leighton Rowlands 
and representatives 
of Alun Griffiths 
Construction 
Company, which 
has the task of 
improving the road 
commonly known 
as Five Mile Lane, 
the A4226, linking 
the town of Barry 
with the A48 at 
Sycamore Cross. 

Site manager Andrew 
Davies, a civil engineer, 
and Neil Evans, site liai¬ 
son manager, talked to 
members about the task 
of improving the road, 
which has been prob¬ 
lematic for more than 40 
years. 

During the early days 
of the work, archaeolo¬ 
gists were summoned to 
the site as evidence was 
found that the area was 
inhabited by Bronze Age 
people dating from 3,500 
BC and later the Romans. 

Relics found were 
examples of gold jew¬ 
ellery, weapons such as 
swords, earthenware and 
there was evidence of 
burials and cremations. 

So far, more than 459 
bodies have been recov¬ 
ered and are being exam¬ 
ined and carbon dated at 


Cardiff University. 

Work on the road 
improvement began late 
in 2017 and is due to 
be completed by October 
2019 and will include 
a cycle track and a 
footpath. 

At present, there are 
somewhere between 55 
to 72 operatives and 14 
senior staff involved. 

The contractors said 
that local communities 
are kept well informed 
of the work and regular 
monthly meetings are 
held on the first Monday 
of the month at the site 
office. 

Chairman Mac Tanner 
announced he had 
received from the family 
of a former forum secre¬ 
tary, a historical record 
of events covering the 
period 1970 to the early 
1990s, but unfortunately 
there are no surviving 
members of those days 
to share these memories.

ELEVEN Air Cadets from

Probus club learns 
about the history of 
Naval Dockyards 


PAST president 
Derek Henton gave 
a talk about the 
history of the Royal 
Naval dockyards; 
although he dealt 
mainly with those 
in Britain, he did 
recall the numer¬ 
ous ones through¬ 
out the world. 

Among other things, 
Mr Henton recalled that 
the first Royal Dockyard 
was created by Henry VIII 
at Portsmouth in 1496. 

This, Mr Henton 
argued, was necessary 
due to the development 
in armaments, which 
allowed for a number of 
gun decks to be provided. 

The larger ships 
restricted the cleaning 
of the underside of the 
hulls to careening (i.e. 
tipping the ship from 
one side to the other). 

He further stated that 
dockyards were the 
earliest development 
of an industrial organ¬ 
isation which required 
a highly skilled labour 


force to maintain and 
build ‘fighting’ ships. 

Mr Henton also stated 
that the development 
of the dockyards and 
associated Royal Navy 
played a very important 
part in the creation of 
the British Empire. 

The next meeting 
on March 27 when 
the talk will given by 
Alan Thorne about 
Sir William Reardon- 
Smith, the founder 
of the shipping line.

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New dog controls 
in the Vale 


THE Vale Council won’t be 
introducing any more restric¬ 
tions on dogs at locations 
that include sports pitches - 
although there will be controls 
elsewhere. 

The decision has been welcomed 
by local dog owners. 

On Monday, March 18 the Vale 
Cabinet agreed to introduce a PSPO 
- a public space protection order - to 
ensure there are effective controls on 
dogs in specified areas. The PSPO 
report will be considered next by 
a scrutiny committee before the 
likelihood of it being formally agreed 
by the Cabinet. 

The report says dog bans will exist 
all year round in all fenced off chil¬ 
dren’s play areas, conservation areas 
and bowling greens and will apply 
on a seasonal basis on the beaches at 
Whitmore Bay, Dunraven Bay and 
Cwm Colhuw. 

Dog bans won’t apply at Cold 
Knap and Penarth Beach. ‘Dog on 
lead’ controls will apply in parks 
where children’s play areas are 
not fenced off and at Penarth and 
Whitmore Bay promenades. At 
Whitmore Bay, the ‘dog on lead’ 
control will include the promenade 
gardens. The controls will be all year 
round. 

There won’t be any more restric¬ 
tions introduced on sport pitches 
because measures are in place which 
enable the council to take action if 
dog mess is not picked up by owners. 
The council says there’s going to be 
increased enforcement, but says it 
hopes there will be a good working 
relationship with responsible owners. 

The new PSPO regime will last 
for three years and maps with full 
details will be published on the Vale 
Council’s website. 

Last year, during the consultation 
period on the PSPO, local dog owner 
Sue Cribbs started a Facebook group 
‘Objections to the VOG Council 
Public Space Protection Order Dog 
Control’ which now has almost 2,000 
members. She has always emphasised 
that responsible dog owners support 
the council when it cracks down on 
dog fouling. 

This week, speaking in a personal 
capacity and not as a group spokes¬ 
person, she said: “I’m pleased that 


less Draconian measures are planned 
in the amended PSPO but I am 
disappointed in the plans for my local 
park, Alexander Gardens in Barry. 

“It has a fitness area used by 
adults and teenagers but not young 
children that is not fenced off. It also 
has benches and tables. If the PSPO 
goes ahead this will be a dog ‘no 
go area’. The executive summary of 
the report only talks about fenced 
children’s areas being banned, so this 
is misleading. 

“The path around the park runs a 
couple of feet away from the gym 
area in places and it will be impos¬ 
sible to keep an off-lead dog from 
straying onto the gym area.” 

She said council staff would need 
to show discretion in how measures 
were applied to the restricted areas. 
On her Facebook group, the Vale 
Council’s decision not to introduce 
more restrictions at sports pitches was 
welcomed with one person comment¬ 
ing: “I moved to Barry from Cardiff 
last November and we campaigned 
against the banning of dogs on sports 
pitches. 

“The vast majority of city centre 
open spaces in Cardiff had sports 
pitches on and there was statistically 
more of an issue with rubbish and 
litter, especially after a weekend of 
sports, than with dog owners letting 
their dogs foul on pitches. 

“You will never stop irresponsible 
owners from not picking up after 
their dogs no matter what restrictions 
and bans are in place. Better to take 
responsibility as owners; educate, and 
try to encourage compliance rather 
than tar owners all with the same 
brush. 

“I was happy when Cardiff council 
retracted their plans to ban (on sports 
pitches) and I am happy that the Vale 
has followed suit now I am resident 
here.”

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Council confirms 
plans to ‘move’

CAMPAIGNERS say they’re 
not giving up fighting plans to 
‘close’ a Vale of Glamorgan 
primary school which was 
approved by the council. 

The Vale Council’s ruling body 
has given its final approval to move 
Llancarfan Primary School to a new 
£4m building five miles away in 
Rhoose. 

In this instance, the council is 
calling the plan a ‘migration’ while 
campaigners against the plan call it a 
closure. 

The cabinet voted five against one 
in favour of the plans which would 
see the rural primary school move to 
a 210-place new building with a part- 
time nursery for 48 pupils. 

Cabinet member Gordon Kemp, 
who is a governor at the school voted 
against the proposals and said he 
feared the new school could become a 
“white elephant”. 

Cllr Kemp has now been replaced 
as cabinet member for social care, 
health and leisure by Cllr Ben Gray in 
a cabinet reshuffle. 

The Action Committee to Save 
Llancarfan Primary School says it will 
take the fight to save the school to the 
Welsh Government. 

The Vale Council has previously 
said the school would not close but 
undergo a “regulated alteration” under 
Welsh Government rules, and that the 
move would improve facilities availa¬ 
ble to pupils and cater for a growing 
population. 

But Cllr Kemp told the cabinet 
meeting on March 18 he is unhappy at 
the proposals and that an “opportunity 
was not taken” to engage with the 
community, and said the project risks 
becoming a “white elephant”. 

He said: “I don’t think the numbers 


school 

proposed for the new school is going 
to come to what is considered. I’m 
concerned that a school will be opened 
in Rhoose that is not going to come 
up with the 210 places it’s going to be 
built for.” 

The council now has to submit a 
business case and agree funding for 
the proposal. 

Andy Farquharson, on behalf of the 
Save Llancarfan School Committee, 
said: “The cabinet decided this a long 
time ago and have continued to push 
on regardless of public opinion. It’s 
sad the council didn’t listen to the 
residents of the Vale and are not able to 
see the benefits of a rural school. 

“It sets a dangerous precedent for 
all rural schools in Wales. This matter 
will still be challenged with the Welsh 
Assembly Government - it is not a 
done deal.” 

The age range of the school would 
be expanded from four to 11 to three 
to 11, and staff and pupils from the 
existing primary would be transferred 
over to the new building. 

It comes as hundreds of new homes 
are expected to be built in the Rhoose 
area. 

A Vale Council spokesman said: 
“The council’s cabinet has approved 
the proposal to reconfigure primary 
provision in the Western Vale by mov¬ 
ing Llancarfan Primary School to a 
new school site in Rhoose. 

“This will extend the school’s age 
range from 4-11 to 3-11, increase its 
capacity and provide pupils with a 
more modem learning environment. 
The change should be implemented 
from September 1 2021 and the coun¬ 
cil will work with all stakeholders 
to ensure as smooth a transition as 
possible.”

‘Parking charges at country parks 
not fair on public’ says councillor 


A VALE councillor says 
he strongly opposes 
the introduction of car 
parking charges at local 
country parks. 

The proposals are in a 
report that went this week to 
the Vale Cabinet outlining 
a new parking management 
policy. At Cosmeston Lakes 
and Porthkerry Country Park 
charges are proposed all year 
round with up to two hours 
parking for £1 and all day set 
at £3. Bus and coach parking 
would be £10 all day. The 
charges would be applicable 
from 8am to 6pm, seven days 
per week. 

Permits would be available 
for £75 per car park per annum. 
Disabled people with blue 
badges would be able to park 
free of charge. But independent 
Cllr Kevin Mahoney, who 
represents represents Sully, 
Cosmeston and Lavemock, said 
it was unfair on residents. 

He said: “It’s a complete dis¬ 
grace to charge for parking at 
Cosmeston Park. Vale residents 
already pay for the upkeep of 
this park through their rates. 

“The report actually says 
that the majority of responses 


opposed charges at Cosmeston 
but then carries on recom¬ 
mending them anyway. So 
why does the Vale yet again 
employ consultants to carry out 
consultations that alter nothing, 
encouraging people to send in 
their views and objections only 
to be ignored? 

“The report rather con¬ 
descendingly mentions that 
charges at Cosmeston will only 
apply between 8am and 6pm in 
order to allow Vale residents 
free access to the park outside 
those times. Residents will 
have to make sure they don’t 
forget their torches while trying 
to enjoy a country park that we 
are all paying for anyway.” 

Cllr Mahoney believes some 
people will be tempted to park 
on the nearby estate: “There 
will be huge implications for 
the residents of Lavemock 
Park, who will find their estate 
clogged up with the cars of 
people who won’t contemplate 
paying so much as 20p to 
park their car. This was even 
acknowledged and marked out 
in the initial report.” 

He said he had refused to 
apply for a parking permit 
for the councillors’ reserved 


parking area at the Civic 
Offices and added: “Yet again 
there is no mention of parking 
charges being introduced at 
council offices at the Civic 
Offices in Holton Road, the 
Docks Office or the Alps which 
currently provide free and 
reserved parking areas for the 
officers and councillors making 
these decisions.” 

The Vale Council says it has 
had to look at parking charges 
because of a reduced financial 
settlement from the Welsh 
Government. The report will 
be considered by a scmtiny 
committee. 

Emma Reed, the head 
of neighbourhood services 
and transport, said: “Given 
the continual year on year 
reductions in the settlement 
afforded to this council by 
Welsh Government, the council 
must consider its approach to 
the management of car parking 
and other services. 

“Widespread consultation 
took place on the various 
aspects of the draft parking 
strategy, including those 
relating to country parks, 
and all views were given full 
consideration as detailed in the 


report presented to cabinet. 

“It is vital that we recoup 
the costs linked to car parking 
provision, as well as those 
associated with maintaining 
other areas such as our high¬ 
ly-regarded country parks. The 
charges proposed for country 
parks in 2019/20 are low, with 
a maximum charge of £3 per 
day, while an a nn ual permit 
would cost £75, which works 
out as less than 25p per day. 
Under the proposals, before 
8am and after 6pm, the country 
park car parks can be used for 
free. 

“The Civic Offices car park 
is an office car park during the 
week and not a shoppers’ car 
park like others in the town 
centre. On the weekends it 
is little used, despite being 
advertised as a free shoppers’ 
car park. The parking policy 
does not set out a proposal to 
charge for this office car park 
during the next financial year, 
but this will be reviewed in the 
future.” 

The report will be considered 
by a scmtiny committee and 
after that it is likely to be 
approved.

Beach cafe owner fears effect of 
parking charges in Llantwit Major 


THE owner of 
The Beach Cafe at 
Llantwit Major says 
introducing local 
car park charges 
could damage her 
business. 

The Vale Cabinet 
agreed a parking report 
this week which means 
the beach car park could 
face charges for eight 
months of the year 


with tariffs of £1 per 
hour and £3 all day. No 
charges would be made 
in November, December, 
January and February. 

Maria Hughes, whose 
family has owned The 
Beach Cafe for almost 
50 years, said charging 
at the beach car park 
would deter visitors. 

“It will definitely affect 
trade. A lot of people 
come here for their 


breakfast or a meal and 
they aren’t going want to 
pay extra for parking. 

“The surface of the 
car park isn’t in a good 
condition and they 
shouldn’t be charging 
for it. Years ago, a 
council took the car 
park off us by using a 
compulsory purchase 
order because they said 
parking had to be free.” 
Mrs Hughes said she and 


her staff take responsi¬ 
bility for keeping the car 
park tidy. 

Local councillor 
Gwyn John said 
charging at the beach 
wasn’t justified because 
the surface was rough 
and full of potholes. He 
said he welcomed the 
fact that the parking 
report had mled out 
local ‘on-street’ parking 
charges, but said in other 
areas - local car parks - 
the Vale Council had left 
the town “in limbo”. 

The Vale Council 
plans to consult with 
Llantwit Major Town 
Council on taking over 
three car parks: the Old 
School, Llantonian Hall 
and the Town Hall. A 
decision has yet to be 
made on the car park in 
Le Pouliguen Way. 

Cllr John said: 
“Everything has been 
left in limbo. There 
are only 12 spaces at 
Llantonian Hall and 16 
spaces at the Old School. 
Meters can cost around 
£2,500 to £3,000. 

“The town hall car 
park (Vale Council- 
owned) needs to be 
resurfaced and properly 
lit and that would require 
capital investment. It’s 
had no maintenance for 
donkey’s years. The 
town council wouldn’t 
take over the car park 
in its current condition 
either.” 

The parking report 
will go to a scmtiny 
committee, but measures 
to implement the 
changes could take 
place later in the year. 
The Vale Council says 
it has to make money 


from parking charges 
in the Vale because of 
a reduced financial set¬ 
tlement from the Welsh 
Government. 

Emma Reed, the head 
of neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and transport, said: 
“Given the continual 
year on year reductions 
in the settlement 
afforded to this council 
by Welsh Government, 
we must consider our 
approach to the manage¬ 
ment of car parking and 
other services across the 
Vale. 

“Widespread consul¬ 
tation took place on the 
various aspects of our 
draft parking strategy 
and all views were 
given full consideration. 
This can be seen from 
the report that was 
considered by Cabinet 
on Monday. 

“Like other town cen¬ 
tre areas of the Vale, it 
is proposed not to charge 
for on-street parking 
in Llantwit Major. 
However, it is vital that 
we recoup the costs 
linked to car parking 
provision and that means 
that charges in certain 
areas may have to be 
introduced. 

“We are looking 
forward to discussing 
the options for the 
town centre car parks 
in Llantwit Major and 
subject to Cabinet’s 
agreement we will be 
contacting them in early 
May 2019 to move the 
matter forward.” 

The report will be 
considered by a scmtiny 
committee and after 
that it is likely to be 
approved. TC 


Policy provides 
support for care leavers 
through university 


A NEW policy for 
supporting care 
leavers through 
their university and 
higher education 
studies has been 
agreed by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council. 

Previously, the coun¬ 
cil’s financial support 
has enabled young peo¬ 
ple to meet the costs of 
term time and vacation 
accommodation, pay for 
tuition fees and receive 
weekly maintenance 
payments. The new pol¬ 
icy continues to ensure 
that care leavers are not 
disadvantaged finan¬ 
cially, but it gives them 
more personal responsi¬ 
bility for their finances 
and future. 

The policy explains 
that the council will help 
all care leavers with their 
applications for a tuition 


fee loan which they 
(like all other students) 
only start to pay back 
once they earn a salary 
over £25,000. The care 
leavers will also receive 
a Welsh Government 
Living Costs Grant of 
£8,100 a year which can 
be used to cover accom¬ 
modation and living 
costs and doesn’t need 
to be paid back. 

They will also have 
the option of taking out 
an additional £900 loan 
should they require it, 
while BCBC will pro¬ 
vide each of its care 
leavers with an allow¬ 
ance of £25 per week 
during term time, as well 
as a bursary in addition 
to the grants they are 
entitled to access. The 
£667 bursary will be 
paid at the completion 
of each academic year 
(£2,000 over three years) 
to support the student 
during their summer 


vacation. 

The council will also 
offer a ‘start up’ grant to 
help the student buy the 
basics for independent 
university living such as 
bedding, kitchen uten¬ 
sils and a laptop. If a 
student finds themselves 
in particularly difficult 
personal circumstances 
that are affecting their 
studies, then the council 
can make additional 
discretionary payments. 

The new financial 
arrangements in support 
of care leavers were first 
presented to Cabinet 
Members from BCBC 
in the autumn and have 
now been ratified as an 
official policy. 

The impact of 
the council’s new 
‘University Support 
Packages for Care 
Leavers Policy’ will be 
reviewed in 12 months’ 
time.

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This film certainly isn’t 
What Men (or women) Want! 


W AY back in 
2000, Mel 
Gibson 
received a 
(fictional) bang 
on the head and 
discovered he could 
hear the opposite 
sex’s most intimate 
thoughts in What 
Women Want. 

Nineteen years 
later the genders have 
swapped but the core 
remains the same in 
What Men Want, which 
sees Taraji P Henson 
play sports agent 
Ali Davis. A woman 
in a predominantly 
male-dominated work 
environment, she’s 
constantly looking 
for the edge over her 
colleagues. 

Hoping to find 
answers from a psychic, 
Ali drinks a concoction 
that suddenly allows her 
to hear what men are 
thinking and, using her 
new ability, begins to 
use it to her advantage... 

The concept of What 
Women Want was a neat 
conceit, one that allowed 
for a comedy of the 
sexes, and one that, par¬ 
ticularly at this point in 
time, was more than ripe 
to be gender-swapped 
and tackled again. 

It’s unfortunate then 
that What Men Want 
ends up being such a 
turgid and laugh-lacking 


effort, a film that squan¬ 
ders the premise and 
the talented cast with a 
script that doesn’t really 
get going and, for a film 
that clocks in at nearly 
two hours, drags out a 
story that moves in ever 
more predictable circles. 

In theory, Taraji P 
Henson’s Ali should be 
easy to root for - mar¬ 
ginalised in her efforts at 
work by a male-oriented 
attitude from her superi¬ 
ors and passed over for 
partner several times, 
her struggle is one that 
feels all too real. Yet the 
script and performance 
paint her as a overbear¬ 
ing, bossy and selfish 
character, one whose 
shortcomings, rather 
than used playfully to be 
redeemed at a later date, 
are ramped up without 
any desire to make 
changes. 

Henson, who is a 
talented actress, seems 
an awkward fit for the 
broad strokes of the 
comedy here - all too 
often she is reduced 
to overacting and 
overplaying the jokes, 
while the cast around 
her suffer from a severe 
case of blandness with 
the exception of Tracy 
Morgan’s surreal turn as 
the father of one of Ali’s 
prospective clients, and 
Eryka Badu’s part-time 
psychic who sets the plot

in motion, though nei¬ 
ther of these turns would 
have half the appeal in a 
better film. 

Director Adam 
Shankman’s CV is 
littered with middling 
comedies, and though he 
doesn’t disgrace himself 
behind the camera 
neither does he cover 
himself in any kind of 
glory, the direction hav¬ 
ing the identikit feel of a 
early-noughties comedy 
(ironic given its source 
material), bringing litte 
energy or excitement to 
proceedings. 

There are a couple of 
funny lines, but on the 
whole the humour is 
leaden and predictable, 


and it is a shame given 
the comic pedigree in 
front of the camera that 
not enough is done with 
them. 

There was almost 
certainly a way of updat¬ 
ing and modernising 
What Women Want to 
reflect the times we 
live in now, but this is 
most definitely not that 
film; the message, while 
commendable, comes 
without any subtlety and 
at points feels forced 
down your throat, where 
a defter touch would 
have been more smartly 
used. 

It just means that 
What Men Want is a 
waste of everyone’s time 
and effort: a film that 
reinforces stereotypes 
that grew tired a long 
time ago - this is some¬ 
thing that regardless 
of gender, you most 
definitely don’t want. 

VERDICT - A weak 
update of What Women 
Want, What Men Want 
tries to give the story a 
relevancy and prescience 
but doesn’t land; the 
humour is lacking, the 
film’s message laboured 
and heavy-handed, and 
ultimately it’s a forgetta¬ 
ble piece of work. Poor.

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Llantwit 
school trials 
new ‘drop¬ 
off’ system 


A LLANTWIT 
Major primary 
school is to trial a 
new system for drop¬ 
ping off children in 
the mornings after 
parents were told 
they couldn’t use a 
nearby car park. 

Parents of pupils who 
attend Ysgol Gymraeg 
Dewi Sant on Ham Lane 
East in Llantwit Major 
have not been allowed to 
use the school car park 
for reasons of safety and 
congestion. Instead they 
have used the adjacent 
leisure centre car park 
but were told on March 
15 that they couldn’t 
drop off youngsters there 
either. 

A letter from the 
school said using the car 
park was causing a ‘seri¬ 
ous health and safety 
issue’ and went on ‘... I 
regret to inform you that 
from Monday, March 
18, the leisure centre car 
park is not to be used 
by Dewi Sant parents to 
drop off or collect pupils 
at any time’. 

One concerned 
parent, Elenid Carlig, 
said: “Many parents 
do not live locally and 
travelling in the car is 
a necessity. There are 
also parents who need to 
drive on to work because 
it is out of the area.” 

She said parents had 
been prevented from 
parking on Ham Lane 
East and the options 
for parents were very 
limited. 

She added: “No one 
has actually advised 
us where we can park 
safely.” 

Over the weekend, 
parents contacted 
councillors asking them 
to look into the issue. 


The leisure centre car 
park is already used by 
people playing sport, 
Ysgol Y Ddraig and the 
comprehensive school. 

This week a Vale 
Council spokesperson 
said a trial had been 
agreed to sort out the 
problem: “Unfortunately, 
it was not considered 
appropriate for the car 
park at Ysgol Gymraeg 
Dewi Sant to be used as 
a drop-off and pick-up 
point by parents and car¬ 
ers for reasons relating 
to safety and congestion. 

“After being made 
aware of this, some 
started using the car 
park shared by Llantwit 
Major School, Ysgol 
Y Ddraig and Llantwit 
Major Leisure Centre, 
which was not designed 
for this purpose and is 
similarly unsuitable. 

“It is up to individual 
schools how they 
manage the drop-off 
facilities they have 
available, but there is no 
requirement to provide 
such amenities for 
parents. 

“Instead, they are 
encouraged to park 
on-street outside the 
school premises, take 
advantage of opportuni¬ 
ties to cycle or walk to 
school or use the school 
transport available. 

“However, in this 
case, Ysgol Gymraeg 
Dewi Sant is trialling 
a new system in which 
parents wishing to take 
advantage of the break¬ 
fast club can drive into 
school and pause briefly 
while their children 
are collected by staff. 
Hopefully, this will help 
address the matter.”

“Llamau’s One Stop 
Advice Shop provides a 
mediation service to help 
young people reconnect 
with their families, 
support them while they 
are in alternative accom¬ 
modation and help them 
access benefits.” 

Llamau helps to sup¬ 
port some of the most 
vulnerable young people 
in the Vale and at 236 


Holton Road, Barry, its 
doors are open to all. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, 
cabinet member for 
housing and building 
services for the 
Vale Council, said: 
“Homeless young people 
have different needs to 
adults, ones that can, 
at first be hidden or 
linked to disadvantaged 
childhoods or adverse 
childhood experiences. 

“We’ve worked 
hard to forge rela¬ 
tionships across the 
authority; Children’s 
Services liaise with 
our Supporting People 


team, for instance, while 
communicating with 
external companies like 
Careers Wales to help 
with access to education 
and employment for 
young people.” 

Joe Payne, Head

BARRY Island 
Primary School 
children received 
a science lesson 
with a difference 
when an artist 
unveiled a portrait 
of Sir David 
Attenborough - 
made entirely from 
cigarette butts. 

The portrait of the 
naturalist and environ¬ 
mental campaigner, 
created by Welsh artist 
Nathan Wybum, was 
unveiled at the school 
last week 

It was commissioned 
by Action on Smoking 
and Health (ASH) 

Wales, which has joined 
forces with Keep Wales 
Tidy to raise awareness 
of the damage caused by 
discarded cigarette butts, 
which contain plastic 
and often end up in our 
waterways and oceans. 

According to Keep 
Wales Tidy, last year 
cigarette butts were 
found on 80.3 per cent 
of streets in Wales, 
making them the most 
littered item in the 
country. They are not 
biodegradable and con¬ 
tain plastic, remaining 
in the environment for 
up to 15 years. Cigarette 
filters contain harmful 
chemical ingredients 
including arsenic, lead 
and nicotine, that pollute 
waterways and the 
toxins in tobacco residue 
endanger animals. 

Suzanne Cass of 
ASH Wales said: “This 
year we wanted to 
use No Smoking Day 
as an opportunity to 
raise awareness of the 
environmental impact 
of cigarette butts and 
there is a very serious 
message behind Nathan 
Wybum’s portrait.

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Penarth brass 
bands are set 
to lose funding 



Brass band performances in Penarth could become 
a thing of the past after a cut in funding. 


THE chairman of Penarth 
Tourism and Visitor 
Association, Anthony Ernest, 
has called on Vale councillors 
to reject proposals to scrap 
£5,000 worth of funding for 
summer brass band concerts 
in the town. 

The Vale Council says it has taken 
the action because of reducing budgets 
and pointed out it still supports a 
number of events in the town. 

But Mr Ernest said abandoning the 
weekend concerts in the height of 
summer would strike at the heart of 
the summertime programme of events 
which brings thousands of people to 
the resort. 

He said: “These concerts not only 
bring great pleasure to visitors but also 
to the many Penarthians who regularly 
enjoy a walk along the seafront at the 
weekend. Ending the concerts would 
take away one more well-loved event 
that helps keep the esplanade and pier 
bustling and lively at peak times of the 
holiday period. 

“Not so many years ago, concert 
style music was played on Sunday 
afternoons over a loudspeaker in the 
Italian Gardens while people relaxed 
in deck chairs the length of the 
promenade. 

“Now the deck chairs have gone, 
the recorded music has gone and the 
replacement by brass bands which 
came from former mining valleys to 
play to appreciative audiences looks 
like going as well. 

“Regrettably the Vale has decided 
to put much of its tourism ‘spend’ 
into promoting Barry Island, while 
the budget for Penarth is very low in 
comparison, despite Penarth being the 
second largest town in the Vale and 
paying a substantially larger amount of 
council tax to the Vale.” 


He said the actual cost of staging the 
concerts is “remarkably low” because 
there are no venue costs and no staffing 
requirements. 

He added: “The budget cut for 2019 
of around £5,000 for these concerts 
is such a small sum in return for 
the income generated in the town. 
Councillors face the charge of not 
being alive to exactly what tourism 
actually brings to a Welsh resort. I 
sincerely hope they will reconsider 
their proposal.” 

A Vale Council spokeswoman said 
that in a climate of reducing budgets 
and growing financial pressures, the 
council had to allocate its limited funds 
carefully. 

She explained: “Increasingly, we are 
encouraging events to become self-suf¬ 
ficient and sustainable by seeking their 
own sponsorship and income sources 
rather than relying on grants. That 
strategy allows the council to focus its 
limited funds on helping new innova¬ 
tive events to start up. 

“After financing the brass band for 
more than a decade, unfortunately 
this year that will not be possible. 
However, we are supporting a range of 
other events in Penarth, including the 
summer festival, Christmas festival, 
Distinguished Gentleman’s Ride and 
Carnival Penarth. 

“We are also currently develop¬ 
ing a #DiscoverPenarth campaign 
with Penarth Tourism and Visitor 
Association and Penarth traders which 
we will run alongside Visit Wales’ 
Year of Discovery campaign. 

“When deciding which events to 
support, it is important to consider 
such factors as the scope of their 
appeal as well as the economic and 
social benefit they provide.”

However, there would 
be no repeat of the off- 
field controversy that 
curtailed that evening, 
nor of the handball 
hijinks that decided 
Bala’s preceding visit. 

Instead Colin Caton’s 
visitors, on a six-match 
winless run, would 
leave Jenner Park with 
their heads held high, 
his Lakesiders recording 
a first Welsh Premier 
League victory since 
Boxing Day’s 2-1 tri¬ 
umph against Connah’s 
Quay Nomads, a result 
that notably helped Barry 
wrap up 2018 on top 
of the national division. 

Now, Gavin 

Chesterfield’s third- 
placed team are without 
a win of their own in 
five and left looking 
over their shoulder, 
though fourth-placed 
Newtown’s 2-0 defeat 
at Connah’s Quay on 
Friday evening ensured 
the Robins remain six 
points adrift of Barry 
and a potential Europa 
League spot at the 


international break. 

As matters stand, 
a third-placed finish 
would secure automatic 
qualification for the pre¬ 
liminary stages, pending 
either of the top two win¬ 
ning the JD Welsh Cup. 

After early defensive 
difficulties had blighted 
the previous week¬ 
end’s trip to Latham 
Park, Chesterfield 
recalled Lewis Cosslett 
for Saturday’s battle 
with Bala, the tenured 
centre-back making 
a first appearance 
of 2019 after injury. 

Unfortunately, 
Barry’s trend of con¬ 
ceding before the break 
reared its ugly head once 
more, as former Bolton 
Wanderers and Bradford 
City man Andrew 
Bums fired into the net 
on 32 minutes, after 
the hosts were unable 
to clear from a comer.

The second half 
spawned attempts 
from both men, while 
the announcement of 
Wales’ Grand Slam 
victory elicited one of 
the few cheers of the 
day from the home fans. 

After Clayton 
Green ’ s long- di stance 
effort was held by Bala 
goalkeeper Ashley 
Morris, the Lakesiders 
found themselves with 
a golden chance to settle 
things from the spot, as 
Barry defender Luke 
Cooper was penalised 
for fouling Hayes.

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1 WALES 25 IRELAND 7 
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Roles are reversed as Wales shut the door 
on Irish dreams and claim the Grand Slam

W ALES versus Ireland with a 
Grand Slam at stake is as big 
as it gets in the Principality 
Stadium, but this was also a game 
between two New Zealanders who have 
made a massive mark on the northern 
hemisphere. 

For Warren Gatland and for Joe Schmidt it was 
their final Six Nations game and both, of course, 
are former Leinster coaches. 

However, despite those similarities, you could 
never mistake a Gatland team for a Schmidt one, 
and over the last few years, the force has definitely 
been with the Ireland coach. 

Until Saturday, when the Irish possession-based 
game stuttered and stumbled. 

Wales got off to the best possible start when 
they kicked off high and long and George North 
forced his opposite number into touch. From the 
line-out Wales attacked and won a penalty and 
outside half Gareth Anscombe used that penalty 
advantage to conjure an exquisite chip, with the 
outside of his foot, to deceive the defence and all 
centre Hadleigh Parkes had to do was catch it. The 
conversion made it 7 - 0 and the match was barely 
two minutes old. 

When Wales played England, there was a 
moment when Parkes was horribly exposed by 


Jonny May’s pace, and I remember talking to 
friends and wondering if his time in international 
rugby might be up. 

A man-of-the-match performance in Scotland 
put paid to that idea, and he gave another example 
of how crucial he is just four minutes later. Ireland 
were awarded a penalty, and Jonny Sexton cross 
kicked for the formidable Jacob Stockdale, who 
caught it, slipped his man and looked to be in the 
clear for an equalising try. 

In the clear until Parkes, showing that anticipa¬ 
tion and acceleration is different from straight line 
speed, produced a magnificent cover tackle. 

The penalty that led to the cross kick could have 
had other consequences for Wales. Chasing an 
Anscombe kick, Josh Adams slid in and, realising 
that the defender was going to evade him, raised 
his foot just enough to make contact and trip him. 

It could well have been a yellow (or even a red 
in the view of a pedantic ref) but he got away with 
it. The Australian referee, Angus Gardner, is one 
of the new breed of young (just 35) and pragmatic 
refs who seem to want to help the game flow, and 
he was smart and relaxed all the way through, 
and not afraid to change his mind if he spotted 
something on the TV replay. 

On the 10-minute mark, George North went 
off with a hand injury, and the reshuffle saw 
Anscombe move to full back, Liam Williams go 
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on North’s wing, and Dan Biggar take over at 
outside half. 

In theory, there was potential for disruption, but 
everything continued smoothly. 

In fact, one of Warren Gatland’s many achieve¬ 
ments has been to take the heat out of the tradi¬ 
tional Welsh outside half debate. Over the years, it 
has been a toxic problem, with the crowd getting 
too partisan by half. Rhys Priestland was the last 
outside half to suffer but, at long last, the general 
view seems to be that “Warren knows best”. 

After 17 minutes, Wales were awarded a penalty 
49 metres out, which seemed a touch outside of 
Anscombe’s range but he took it and produced a 
magnificent kick to make it 10-0. Bigger’s left leg 
was heavily strapped, so perhaps that was a factor 
in the decision. Whatever the reason, as the match 
progressed it turned out to be an inspired one. 

Ireland were departing from their traditional 
game plan and from the next kick off, they were 
penalised again, until Gareth Davies started a 
scuffle by tackling Bundee Aki on the ground, 
prompting referee Gardner to reverse the penalty. 

That penalty took Ireland into the Wales 22, 
where they were awarded another penalty. Sexton 
chose to pass up the three points, opting to kick for 
the comer and, hindsight being a wonderful thing, 
he might have been better to get some points on 
the board. 

Wales held the drive and, as has been the case 
all season, Shaun Edwards’ defensive curtain did 
the rest. 

The attack petered out when CJ Stander fum¬ 
bled, prompting Eddie Butler to remark to Jamie 
Heaslip: “Slippery ball, Jamie, perhaps you should 
have had the roof shut.” 

The game continued to go against expectations. 
Ireland messed up a line out, Wales stole the ball 
and Alun Wyn Jones went on a charge, and Ireland 
were penalised. This kick was from 43 metres, but 
once again Anscombe kicked the goal. 

Four minutes before half time, referee Gardner 
reversed his call of a knock on, saying simply “I 
got the call wrong”. The Irish were none too happy 
that Wales now had the put in, and they were even 
less happy when they were penalised at the scmm, 
giving Anscombe the chance to take the score to 
16-0, from 25 metres this time. 

Oh to have been a fly on the wall for Joe 
Schmidt’s half time talk. He has built a side 
designed to take control of a game and squeeze the 
life out of the opposition. Chasing a game is not 
their strength. 

The old joke (possibly Irish?) applies. It’s the 
one where a man stops his car to ask for directions 
and receives the response: “Ah well, sir, if I were 
you, I wouldn’t start from here!” 

At the start of the second half, the rain came 
down heavier, and after six minutes, prop Cian 
Healy was penalised, a touch harshly, for a no 
arms tackle and Anscombe kicked the penalty once 
again, making it 19 - 0. The Irish plan had presum¬ 
ably used the phrase “we need to score first” so for 


Welsh fans, it was (almost) time to relax and enjoy 
the occasion. 

From the restart, Sexton kicked long. Too long. 
Jonathan Davies was able to smile as he watched 
it roll dead. 

From the scrum at half way, Gareth Davies took 
advantage of a solid platform to make a break 
into the Irish half and, although they turned the 
ball over, the green shirts could make no progress 
at all, and Conor Murray was forced to kick for 
touch. 

At that lineout, Ireland were penalised again 
and Anscombe, this time from 45 metres, punished 
them again. 

From then on, although the rugby was still 
intense, it was a case of watching the clock. When 
there were 20 minutes left, Ireland needed 23 
points to get back, and that looked impossible. 
Every two minutes that passed just emphasised the 
margin. 

What’s more, Ireland continued to make errors. 
The TMO, Marius Jonker, had a quiet day, but 
he was called in to rule whether Keith Earls had 
slipped up and carried the ball over his line when 
he was seeking to minor it. 

He had, and Wales were happy for the five-me¬ 
tre scrum to be reset about three times, watching 
the clock keep on ticking. 

Ireland cleared their lines and applied some 
pressure but, on 68 minutes, Sexton uncharacter¬ 
istically lost possession, prompting Josh Adams to 
make a good break. Ireland were penalised at the 
ruck, and Anscombe made it seven out of seven, a 
20-point haul, and took the score to 25 - 0. 

It was no surprise that he took the man of the 
match award, although Alun Wyn Jones, and the 
entire Welsh back row of Moriarty, Tipuric and 
Navidi must have been contenders. 

It is noticeable that, under Shaun Edwards’ 
defensive masterplan, the back row stay on for 
almost all of the match, only being replaced when 
the game is safe. 

The final few minutes passed with only one 
question. Could Ireland get a consolation score? 

One suspects that a certain former Wigan scrum 
half was burning to record a clean sheet, but finally 
Ireland did put together a long, error-free passage 
of play, and substitute Jordan Larmour was able to 
use some quick footwork to cross for a try that was 
converted by another sub, Jack Carty. 

This Six Nations performance will send Wales 
off to the World Cup in good heart. Who wants 
to make predictions? These days, rugby has such 
a high attrition rate when it comes to injuries 
that predictions are difficult, but Wales do have 
strength in depth. In many ways, Scotland’s has 
been the best performance, given the number of 
injuries they picked up during the competition. 

After the game, Warren Gatland couldn’t resist 
the line “Did we look tired?” grinning from ear 
to ear. Perhaps it was Eddie Jones’ England who 
were tired.
